Limitations 
Ineffective Since 
July 1,35 


SACRAMENTO (\P/—Counties, cities 
and other political subdivisions of 
California may spend as much as they 
wish during the next fiscal year unless 
the legislature decides to enact a law 
restricting expenditures to a small per- 
centage of increase above that of this 
year. 

The State Board of Equalization 
sought religiously during the past two 
years to enforce the “5 per cent limi- 
tation act” and learned today that in 
the opinion of the third district Court 
of Appeals the act has been unconsti- 
tutional and ineffective since July 1, 
1935. 

Originally, the limitation law was a 
constitutional measure designed to 
limit political subdivisions to budget 
increases of no more than 5 per cent 
above the amount spent the previous 
year. except by permission of the Board 
of Equalization. This was designed to 
prevent extravagant expenses and in- 
creased taxation. 

In 1935, the legislature voted to con- 
tinue tne act—which expired June 30 
of that year—but to change its pro- 
visions to permit an accumulation of 
increases of 5 per cent, provided the 
subdivision had not increased its ex- 
penditures in one or more of the pre- 
ceding years. In other words. if a 


county had spent the same amount for | 


three years prior to July 1, 1935, it was 
entitled to a 15 per cent increase for 
the 1935-36 fiscal year. 


The Appellate Court held that this! 


change was not within the jurisdiction 
of the legislature, as the lawmakers 


could not alter a constitutional provis- | 


ion. Therefore, the court decided, the 
limitation act expired June 30, 1935.

30,000, I guess. Hawaii is an over- 
night trip from Honolulu, distance 
about 200 miles.

|night. That’s right, it just turned up 
' the bucket and poured. Fog and swol- 
‘len creeks cut our trip that day short. 

“But we saw enough. My! Those 
| pineapples. They grow about two 
' feet off the ground on a sort of bush. 
The first year they have one pine- 
apple on them and the next year they 
have more. Palms, pineapples and 
cane fields. Lots of sugar from the 
islands.”
